Discuss  Future 
Of  College  Graduate 

College  Club  Sponsors 
Student  Speakers 

“What  is  Ahead  for  Junior  College 
Graduates?”  was  the  title  of  the  excel¬ 
lent  discussion  held  at  College  Club  on 
Monday,  Feb.  6,  in  the  Music  Room. 

Dick  Hutchinson,  president,  intro¬ 
duced  George  Pletch  of  LaSalle-Peru 
whose  topic  was  “Education.” 

Mr.  Pletch  had  his  audience  well  in 
hand  after  telling  them  an  amusing 
story  about  a  college  president  and  his 
need  for  education.  He  stated  that  two 
years  of  junior  college  is  insufficient 
and,  if  at  all  possible,  a  student  should 
finish  four  years  of  college.  The  financ¬ 
ing  of  this  could  be  by  scholarship  and 
loans  from  the  college. 

Pletch  Stresses  Education 

Mr.  Pletch  termed  a  college  as  useful 
in  a  single  branch  of  study,  whereas  a 
university  is  really  a  number  of  colleges 
combined,  with  emphasis  on  liberal  arts. 
A  college  trains  one  for  a  specialized 
type  of  work  for  employment.  A  uni¬ 
versity,  on  the  other  hand,  prepares  one 
for  life,  with  a  liberal  education. 

“Education  must  also  provide  for 
leisure,  citizenship,  and  home  life,”  said 
Mr.  Pletch.  All  leisure  time  should  be 
spent  profitably;  good  citizens  establish 
homes  and  are  prepared  to  share  in  the 
community’s  responsibilities. 

The  next  speaker  was  Heny  Synek  of 
Morton  Junior  College,  who  spoke  on 
“Self  -  Development.”  “Self  -  develop¬ 
ment,”  said  Mr.  Synek,  “is  man’s  most 
important  asset.  The  problem  in  the 
world  today  is  that  adults  are  not  be¬ 
coming  educated  as  citizens,  and  this 
is  what  is  facing  the  educators.” 

Warns  of  Faulty  Decisions 

Ray  Procht  of  Thornton  Junior  Col¬ 
lege  was  the  final  speaker,  and  his  topic 
was  “National  and  International  Re¬ 
sponsibilities.” 

“Our  emotions,”  said  Mr.  Procht,  “are 
a  form  of  self-development.  These  may 
be  rational  or  irrational.”  The  decisions 
we  make  may  be  governed  by  intellect 
or  by  emotions.  Marriage  may  be  called 
an  emotional  decision,  or  as  George 
Bernard  Shaw  called  it,  “a  faulty  de¬ 
cision.”  Instead  of  concerning  the  af¬ 
fections,  marriage  might  be  called  an 
infection. 

We  entered  the  World  War  because 
of  emotions,  for  we  were  dominated  by 


Debaters  Prepare 
For  Conference 
Clashes  In  March 

Early  next  month  the  J.J.C.  debate 
team  will  swing  into  action  against  its 
first  opponents  of  the  year.  Several 
practice  debates  are  scheduled  to  pre¬ 
cede  the  actual  conference  debates. 

The  question  this  season  is — Re¬ 
solved  :  That  the  United  States  should 
establish  an  alliance  with  Great  Britain. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  controversial 
subjects  under  discussion  at  the  present 
time,  and  possesses  greater  audience 
appeal  than  the  usual  debate  question. 
It  involves  political,  economic  and  mili¬ 
tary  principles  and  has  a  definite  emo¬ 
tional  and  patriotic  appeal  for  even  the 
most  casual  observer. 

Team  Is  In  Form 

The  Joliet  speakers  have  just  begun 
serious  work  on  the  question,  after 
studying  debate  theory  and  technique 
last  semester.  Those  who  expect  to  see 
action  during  the  year  are  :  Ted  Duncan, 
who  has  had  extemporaneous  speaking 
experience  in  Chicago;  Ted  Barklow 
and  Elizabeth  Jackson,  former  J.T.H.S. 
debaters;  and  Joe  Deutsch  and  Ted 
Maheras,  who  are  new  at  the  game  but 
show  great  promise. 

The  Joliet  teams  will  clash  with 
Lyons,  of  LaGrange ;  Thornton,  of 
Harvey;  Morton,  of  Cicero;  Wright,  of 
Chicago;  and  LaSalle-Peru  Junior  Col¬ 
lege.  These  schools  constitute  the  Illi¬ 
nois  Junior  College  Conference  and 
promise  some  tough  competition.  Two 
debates  are  held  with  each  school,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  of  ten  conference  debates. 

Have  Won  Three  Titles 

In  former  years,  J.J.C.  teams,  coached 
by  W.  L.  Myers,  have  had  unusual  suc¬ 
cess.  For  the  past  three  years  they  have 
captured  first  place  in  the  difficult  con¬ 
ference,  and  this  year’s  squad  will  strive 
to  maintain  the  standards  of  the  past. 

All  those  interested  in  seeing  them 
are  invited  to  the  home  debates,  usually 
held  in  the  Music  Room.  As  is  cus¬ 
tomary,  one  debate  will  also  be  held  as 
the  program  for  a  College  Club  meet¬ 
ing,  after  which  the  audience  may  en¬ 
gage  in  an  open  forum  discussion  of 
the  question.

At  the  half  way  mark  Joliet  led  22- 
16,  but  Morton  came  back  to  take  an 
early  lead.  The  Willsmen  expanded 
their  margin  in  the  last  few  minutes 
of  play  and  ran  the  time  clock  out  with 
a  ten  point  margin. 

In  the  preliminary  game,  Bud  Titts- 
worth,  Spartan  star,  played  his  usual 
stellar  game  of  passing,  dribbling,  and 
shooting,  but  was  unable  to  win  the 
game  single-handed.

points ;  C.  3  points ;  D.  2  points  and  E. 
is  allowed  one  point.  To  find  your  grade 
average  you  must  multiply  the  number 
of  hours  of  credit  each  subject  is 
worth  by  the  number  of  grade  points 
that  subject  received.  For  each  A+  you 
receive,  you  may  add  one  plus  mark 
(+)  to  your  final  average.

2.  — “Maintain  an  equilibrium  with  your  friends.  Do  not 
take  too  much  from  them  or  give  too  much  to  them. 

3.  — “Face  facts  deliberately.  Some  people  always  push 
things  aside  or  go  around  the  bush.  Some  day  you  will  be  on  a 
prairie  where  there  isn’t  any  bush  to  go  around. 

4.  — “Do  the  thing  to  be  done  at  the  time  it  should  be  done. 
Better  get  the  piece  of  work  finished  24  hours  ahead  of  time 
rather  than  24  hours  after  it  is  due. 

5.  — “Leave  the  doors  to  ideals,  imagination  and  romanti¬ 
cism  open.  Too  much  of  the  world  today  has  closed  the  door. 
Result  —  fear,  hatred,  murder,  war. 

6.  — “Develop  early  the  ability  to  get  along  with  people. 
Make  friends  for  yourself  by  being  friendly  toward  others. 

7.  — “About  once  a  week  have  an  emotional  housecleaning 
and  discard  old  hurts,  grudges  and  worries.  Humor  is  a  good 
broom  to  use  for  this  cleanup  job. 

8.  — “Beware  of  the  borrowing  habit  whether  the  bor¬ 
rowed  thing  be  money,  time,  ideas,  or  examination  answers. 
Some  day  the  thing  will  have  to  be  paid  back,  perhaps  not  to 
the  same  person  or  in  the  same  form,  but  you  will  be  the  debtor. 

9.  — “Have  COURAGE  to  do  or  say  the  thing  that  you 
know  is  right  even  if  it  may  not  be  the  popular  thing  at  the 
moment.  Have  FEAR  of  the  thing  that,  while  small  now,  may 
develop  with  years  into  a  destructive  giant. 

10.  — “Hold  fast  to  faith.  One  who  loses  his  faith  in  man 
or  God  is  miserable  and  unhappy.  Faith  is  a  corner  stone  for 
the  foundation  of  happy  living.”

NEW  BOOKS  ADD  TO 
APPEAL  OF  LIBRARY 

The  junior  college  librarian,  faculty, 
and  students  are  enjoying  the  inpouring 
of  many  delightful  books  both  for  aid 
in  their  courses  and  for  their  pleasure. 
All  this  has  come  about  through  the 
gift  of  $6,000  by  the  Carnegie  Corpora¬ 
tion  to  our  library.  The  books  selected 
were  taken  from  the  following  four 
lists:  “Books  of  the  Year,”  published 
in  Time ;  “Books  of  1938,”  selected  by 
the  editors  of  the  Nation ;  “One  Hun¬ 
dred  Notable  Books,”  compiled  by  the 
New  Republic  staff  and  their  review¬ 
ers;  and  a  “List  of  Twenty  Favorites,” 
in  The  News  Week.  “Joseph  in  Egypt,” 
by  Thomas  Mann  was  on  all  four  lists.
